Gullies or canyons of this type occur extensively in a 
areca about 25 miles long and two to five miles wide running from 
a point about three miles southwest of Providence Canyon to a 
point about 20 miles northeast of the same point. The deepest 
gullies and the groatest n ene per square mile occur within 4 
radius of about two miles of Providence Canyon. 


The top soil and the subsoil of the arca are not very dif- 
forent from that of a large area of tho Upper Goastal Plains. The 
peculiar characteristics thet make this area more subject to this 
type of severe crosion is the rolling topography with its steep 
slopes and the fact that the subsoil is underlain by a bed of 
coarse sand which is a few feet to one hundred or more foot in 
depth. When the run-off wator from terraces or roadside ditches 
cut through the top soil and tho sabneat to this bed of coarse 
sand, the area of the gully following heavy rains is very rapid 
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as this coarse sand is casily moved and cuts back under the less ° 
easily oroded subsoil aroa allowing this upper layer to fall into 
the gully and crumble so that it, in turn, is more casily movede 


The gullies are not much nore than 100 years old as the 
erosion only began to take place after the protective forest 
cover had been removed and the soil had been cultivated for sov~ 
eral years.

I, W. Duggan, Director of the Southern Division, once served as 
County Agent and Vocational Agriculture Toacher. He took an 2ac= 
tive part in popularizing the cow-hog-hen project in this county 
and the country. All cotton farmers jin Turner County except eight 
complied with their cotton allotments last year and received cotton 
adjustment payments averaging slightly more than $42.00. Under 
the AAA Progrem, Turner County farmers have a possible payment of 
slightly more than $100,000.

There are 3,486 
milch cows in tho county, 3,000 hogs and 2,152 other cattle.

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THE STATE OF GEORGIA 


One of nine States in the Triple-A's Southern Region, Georgia is the 
largest east of the Mississippi River. It has an area of 59,265 square miles, 
which is much smaller than the State of Oregon with 96,699 square miles. The 
largest cities are Atlanta, Savanneh, Augusta, Macon and Columbus. 

Georgia was the last settled of the 13 original statess In June, 1732, 
the colony of Georgia received a grant from the British king, George II, for 
whom it wes nomed. It was founded by a number of benevolent gentlemen of 
London who selected James Oglethorpe, a man of marked ability, “s ats first 
governor, With 116 colonists he lended at Yamacraw Bluff on February 12, 
1753, end laid the foundation for the city of Sevannah and the colony of ° 
Georgia, 

Although the approximate mean elevation of Georgia is only 600 feet, 
the state has some rether high mountains in the Blue Ridge, which extends 
south into northeastern Georgian. Some peeing peaks exceed 4,000 feet in 
height, and the highest peak, Mount Enotch, is 4,768 feet high. The principal 
rivers of the stete are the Savannah, Chattchoochee, Flint end Altamaha. 

The growing days between killing frosts are 170 deys at the northern 
boundary of the state and 295 at the extreme southeastern boundary. The 
average July temperature of Georgia's six largest cities is 81 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Normal onnual rainfall is about 50 inches ranging from 70 inches 
in exceedingly wet years to 40 inches in drier years. Rainfall in mowmtaineus ~~ 
arcas = the stato is normally 70 inches. October cnd November are usually 
drier than other months. 

The predomineting soil types found in Georgia are: Ih the lower 
Cocstal Plain or Pisiwocds -- Plummer, Leon, Portsmouth, Blanton and various 


sands. In the Middle and Upper Coastal Plain -- Norfolk, Tifton, Ruston, 
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Greenville, Orangeburg and Marlboro sands. In tho Fall Line hills, a narrow 
strip lying between the Piedmont and Upper Coastal Plain -- Norfolk Sand end 
Hoffman soils. In the Picdmont section += Cecil, Davidson, Medison, Durhan, 
Appling and Chester soils. In the Blue Ridge Mowmtain area -- Ashe and 
Talladegae In the Limestone Valleys -- Clarkesville, Fullerton, Decatur, Dewey 
ond Hagerstowne 

The agriculture of Georgia reached its maximum development about 19206. 
Worn-out land, decreasing prices and more economic conditions generally since 
that time have brought about a contraction of the agricultural plant and its 
production, The adjustments in many parts of the state have been most severe» 
Adjustments both upward ond downward ere still in progress so that the eventual 
balance is uncertain, 

There are approximately 37,584,000 acres of land in the stato, of which 
25,296,522 acres ore in farm land, consisting of 7,252,000 acres of woodland 
not pastured, 6,210,000 acres of pasturcland and 1,013,000 acres of other land 
in farms. This leaves approximately 10,822,000 acres of croplande 

Of the land area, 15,906,000 acres heave lost from one-fourth to three- 
fourths of their topsoil, 6,223,000 acres have lost more than three-fourths 
of their topsoil. This leaves 14,933,000 acres of land with little or no 
erosion. 

mm 1790, eins population was 82,548; in 1930, it was 2,908,506, 
Only 0.5 percent was foreign born. The negro population in 1930 was 1,071,125 
or 36,8 percent of the total. In 1930 the rural farm population was 1,413,719 
or 48.6 percont of the totel. Of the rural population, 60.7 percent was white 
and 39.5 percent negroe 

In 1930, 69.2 percent of the total population were classified as rural. 
The proportion of rural population is high in all areas. The rural farm 


population was 70.5 percent of tho rural population in 1930 which gives 
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some indication of the importance of small towns end villages through the 
state. In 1935 negro population represented 37,4 percent of the rural farm 
“populetion. The negro population is concentrated more in middle Georgia than 
in the north ond south soctions of the state. 

One of the greatest problems of Georgia agriculture is farm tenuree In 
1935 only 34.4 percent of all farms were opercted by owners, part owners and 
managers. In the large number of farms operated by tenants, there are many 
kinds of leasing arrangementse Somo of the farm tenants pay rent in cash, @ 
share of the crop, or a standing rent which is o first quanity of the products 
produced on the farme 

In 1935, 32.1 percent of all farms were operated by sharecroppers who 
furnished all labor on the crops and one-half of most crop oxpenses and 
recoived in return for thcoir lebor one-half of the products produced. Share- 
croppers are in realty farm laborers who are paid a share of the crop instoad 
of a wage rate for their labore ‘Sharecroppers are supervised very closely by 
the farm operator in all aspects of the farm business and consequently perform 
few functions of c managerial natures 

Of the 250,544 forms in the state, 65,354 are mortgaged. There are 
250,500 farm families in Georgia and only 75,857 own their farms, There are 
7e? acres per farm porson in the states 

Total cash farm income for Georgia last year was $151,579,000, including 
approximately $26,000,000 in Triple-A bencfit paymonts. 

The last consus showed the reported usucl employment in gainful 
occupetions was 77.4 percent of males and 27.4 percent of females 10 years of 
age and over. The percentage of gainfully cmployed persons by industry groups 
was: agriculture 42,8, manufacturing end mechanical industries 204, extraction 


of minerals 0.4, trade 907, professional 4.5, other classifications 22.2, 
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The total income of major cash crops was $123,207,000, AAA payments 
were $8,261,632 for cotton price adjustment, $9,465 for wheat and $15,500,000 
for agricultural conservation payments. Average ADA payments per farm was 
$142.40 and average payment per farm participant was $87.01. There were 
147,000 applications and 249,900 payees under the program. 

The three major cash crops are cotton, tobacco and peanuts; the usual 
acreage of each prior to the AAA program being 2,648,000 for cotton, 50,773 
for tobacco, and 593,932 peanuts. The normal per acre yield for each crop is 
186 pounds for cotton, 535 pounds for tobacco end 490 pounds for peanutse 

In 1938 and 1939, when Georgia cotton farmers had approved marketing 
quotas by 9241 ond 84,1 percent, respectively, about 2,000,000 acres were 
harvested in comparison to 2,600,000 acres in 1937, when marketing quotas 
were not in effect. The 1928-32 average was 3,163,600 acres in comparison to 
the 1934~39 average of 2,196,833. The average per acre yield for the 1928-32 
period was 186 pounds in comparison to 230 for 1954-396 

The highest tobacco yield for Georgie came in 1938 when marketing quotas 
were in effect and acreage wes at a recsonable level, In 1939 when the growers 
Paceoted quotes and increased acreage, the yield dropped to 760 pounds. Georgia 
growers favored quotas for 1940 by 84.9 percent for the flue-cured crope 
Tobacco widids have increased from 776 pounds for the five-year period of 
1934-28, and 790 pounds for 1929-35 to 902 pounds for 1934-358. 

The peanut crop is classified as one of the six special allotmont crops 
in Georgia under the AAA, As has been the case with cotton and tobacco, 
peanut yields in Georgia heave increased from 579 pounds for the five-year avor- 
age of 1924-28, and 605 pounds for 1929-55 to 725 pounds for 1934-386

Tho Agricultural Conservation Program has recognized the extreme nocd 
for increased production of food and food for home consumption on farms in 
Georgia. The program has cncouraged the production of home food and feed 
needs on the acres taken out of cotton and other soil-depleting crops. 

Last year the following soil-building practices, showing the rate of 
assistance allowed under the AAA program, were carricd out by Ge or gic. farmers: 

6,089 tons of superphosphate and basic slag were applied to or with the 
seeding of, perennial or biennial legumes, or permanent pastures. Credit at 
the rate of $10.00 a ton is allowed under tho AAA program for 16 percent super- 
phosphate and $6.00 a ton for basic slage Tho cost of these materials are 
approximately $13.50 end $11.00 per ton, respectively. 

24,260 tons of limestone were applied. $3.00 a ton assistance is 
allowed for this practice. It costs approximately 33.50 to purchase and apply 
this material, 

9,145 miles of terraces wore built. One wit ($1.50) assistance was 
paid for each 200 linear feet. Cost of constructing 200 feot of terraces is 
about $1.75 to $2.00. 

5,556 acres of biennial and percnnial legumes end grasses were sceded. 
Rate of assistance is $1.50 per acres. It costs about 32.00 to purchase the 
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625,645 acros of winter legumes were sceded last yoare $1250 assistance 
por acro is allowed for this practice. Cost of secding wintor legumes, includ- 
ing price of seed, is $1.50 per acre. 

779,221 acros of green manure crops were turned under. One unit, or

9,498 acres of permanent pastures wore established in Goorgia with AAA 
assistance et the rate of $3.00 per acre, Dallis, Bormuda and carpet grass 
form the basic pasture grasses and lespedeza cnd white clover the basic legumes, 
The cost of the secd alone used to establish « pormanent pasture is about $3.50

composed of the nine States of Alabema, arkansas, Florida, G3orgie, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma, South Carolina, and Texas, is based 
upon the necessity for a larger farm income. The South has the lowest 
farm income of the major farming regions in the United States, its farm 
population is the densest, and it therefore follows that the per capita 
return from the land is the smallest. As an exemple, the average income 
per person on farms in 1935 for the United States as a whole was ¥268,00, 
while the average for the South was about 3100.00 less. 

Heavy soil losses account in pert for the South's low income. 
Much of the land in the South has a topsoil that is comparatively shallow 
and not rich in mineral and organic plant food. lost of the land is 
rolling and subject to rapid erosion by water run-off unless protectede 
Reinfall. in most of the kegion is heavy, particularly during the season 
when the land is not protected by vegetation. In the drier areas of the 
Southwest, wind erosion takes a heavy toll of soil. There are no 
universally adapted perennial or biennial legumes in the South and in 
order to keep a cover of vegetation on the land throughout the year it is 
necessary in most cases to plant two crops, a winter cever ercp «nd « summer 
cover crop. lost of the sced for winter cover crops must be imported from 
outside the Region and peid for in cash. As a rule, the winter cover 
crops grown in the South are not used for hey, nor for grazing, but are 
turned under to enrich the soil. Intertilled crops in the Region result 
in heavy soil losses» 

The density of farm population in the South tends to encourage 


row cropping. Ferms are relatively small end the competition for the 


lend is sharp. Concentration on the lend results in intonsive land use, 
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with emphasis on exsh crops such as cotton, tobacco, ond truck cropSe 


Furthermore tconaney is high, 60 percent in the nine States of the Southern 
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egion as compared with 42 percent for the county as « whole, ond about 
one-third of the tencnts move covery yeare Soil mining ond poor housing 
are the results of this system, lLindlords end « mobile tenantry alike 
show preference for firming operetions that result in the lergest cash 
income, especi:lly cotton »vroduction. 

Production of food cnd feed for home use contributes too little 
to the farm income of the South. The 1935 firm census revesled that in 
the 9 States of the Sovthern Region, there were 636,000 firms without 
milk cows, 800,000 ferms without hogs, 293,000 ferns without chickons, 
end 1,637,000 firms without cny kind of plowcble pesture. Associated 
with this deficicncy in production for home use is cn incdecuate dicte A 
serious health problem in the Southeast clso is related to the lack of 
edequate dict and farm income. 

The South's farm income is dependent to a markcd degree upon a 
single crop - cotton. Cotton is grown on about 2,000,000 farms in the 
southern States, of which 1,640,000 cre loceted in the 9 Stcetes of the 
Southern Regione Some 10,000,000 people live on cotton farms, of which 
over 8,000,000 are in the Southern Region. This means that approximately 
one-third of the Nation's form population is dependent wholly or in pert 
upon cotton for « living. The loss of a portion of our export outlets, 
which formcrly took c large pert of the cotton production, struck with 
disastrous effect cs the South's ferm income, A shift in the South's 
farm cconomy to lessen the dependence upon cotton production is needed, 
However, such « shift must of necessity be a gradual onc, snd while it is 


under wey ferm income must be maintained. This has been done with the 


assistance of the Agriculture] Adjustment administretion progrem, for the 
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10-year period, 1920 to 1929, income from cotton «nd cotton seed averaged 
$1,370,000,000 annually, During the 3 depression years, 1930-32, it 
dropped to an averago of (580,800,000. During tho 6 years that the ad- 
justment programs have been in effect, income, including peyments to 
formers under the progran, cveraged g little less than $900,000,000. 

In the Southern Region provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938 affected mcinly cotton, tobacco, wheat, rice, peanuts, and 


potetoes, with special provisions covering soil-building and range-building

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A DAY IN THE LIFE OF A GEORGIA COTTON FARMER 


Let's assume that we are spending a day with a Geo gia cotton 
farmer whose "faces" so many sympathetic eyes have seen u.d for whose 
"abject poverty" so many bleeding hearts have throbbed. 

At 4 A. M. he turns off his alarm clock which bears: a protective 
tariff of 110%. He kicks off a cotton sheet, that bears a 25:6 protective 
tariff, though made from his cotton that has no protection. ke steps out 
of bed onto a protruding nail on which his landlord paid a protective 
tariff of 25%.. He wishes to protect his wife from the protruding "pro- 
tected" nail so he seizes a "protected" hammer which he little suspects 
of bearing a protective tariff of 45%. This job well done he lifts a. 
protected sock (50%) end pulls on to a poorly protected foot for his is 
the foot of a cotton farmer. He knocks free dirt from a protected shoe 
(20%)« (Of course some of us protect our interests by not protecting our 
feet with protected shoes.) He opens his cebin door which squeaks on a 
protected hinge (90%) and "ambles" off to his wood pile where he splits 
free kindling wood with a protected ax (25%). He lights his kitchen fire 
with a protected match (45%) and turns up the demper to his protected 
stove (70%). He hurries to the lot to feed his mule which has not been 
recently groomed, because shears carry 165% protections, end which is 
housed in & barn which gives him only meager protection from the rigors of 
the wintry weather. At the corn crib door he wnlocks the protected pad- 
lock (253%) which protects his meager corn pile produced on soil ill 
adapted to growing corne he next gets his protected pail (35%) to which 
he fastens a protected rope (30%) and draws free water with which to wash 


his face in a protected pan (40%). He drives up en wmprotected cow which 
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wears « protected bell (57%). We must hurry clong for now he smells 

the fragrant arome of protected side meat (40%) which his faithful wife 
has fried in a protected skillet (60%). He pulls up 2 home made stool 
built with protected tools (40% to 100%). He pours his steaming coffee 
into « protected cup (92%) end sweotened with protected sugar (220% plus 
some additional protection due to our quota system). If he has a 
literary turn of mind he may scen through c« free Government bulletin 
telling him the number of vitemins in « cc of protected orange juice 
(40%) which he cannot buy with unprotected cotton. (The free bulletin 
may not tell of the protection on orcnge juice.) ie forgot to mention 
thet he put on his protected cotton pants (45%) and holds them up with 
protected suspenders (35%); then combos his hair with a protected comb 
(75%). If he is on up ond coming momber of society he should brush 

his tceth with a protected tooth brush (172%) end use protected tooth 
paste (75%). Even the selt thet goes into his humble hoe cake bears a 
protected tariff of 93%. The cheap shot gun with which he protects his 
wife amd children cnd chickens bears a protective tariff of 82.5%. Be-~ 
sides the articles eunumerated up to this point additional articles used 
or needed on eotton forms are listed with their corresponding duties in 


the following table. 
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
